Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  during  the  first  6  months  of 
19^6  are  now  expected  to  equal  or  exceed  the  total  of  S^llO  million 
dollars  received  in  the  same  period  last  yearo    Receipts  during  the  first 
quarter  of  19^6  were  slightly  lower  than  a  year  earlier  phut  this  decline 
is  "being  offset  in  the  second  quart ero    Pirst-half  totals  for  "both  crops 
and  livestock  are  eacpected  to  he  close  to  last  yearns  levelso  Relatively 
heavy  marketings  of  meat  animals  in  recent  monthso  especially  of  hogs, 
have  maintained  total  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  at  the  19^5 
levelo    In  the  case  of  crops^  increased  receipts  from  grain  marketings 
in  the  second  quarter  of  the  year  have  hrought  total  receipts  up  near 
last  yearns  levelo     (See  "below) 


Total  cash  receipts  in  May  were  pro"bably  a"bout  10  percent  larger 
than  in  Aprllo    A  20  percent  increase  in  crop  receipts  resulted  largely 
from  heavy  marketings  of  wheat  and  com  at  higher  prices  and  added  pr©- 
mitims:,    Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  in  May  were  only 
slightly  higher  than  in  Aprils  as  a  result  of  seasonal  increases  in 
marketings  of  dairy  and  poultry  product So 

In  June  a  both  crop  and  livestock  receipts  are  expected  to  total 
a'bout  the  same  as  in  Mayo    Seasonal  increases  in  receipts  from  fruits 
and  vegetables  are  likely  to  offset  a  decline  in  grain  receipts  from 
their  high  May  levelo    Total  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  will 
ps'ohahly  he  maintained  fairly  well  as  a  result  of  further  increases  for 
dairy  products. 


yarmers  received  almost  IpUOO  million  dollars  from  marketings  in 
Aprilo    This  was  a  little  more  than  in  Marchp  hut  not  quite  so  much  as  in 
April  19^5o    Livestock  receipts  showed  somewhat  more  than  the  usual 
seasonal  gain^  reflecting  heavier  marketings  of  hogSp  cattlCp  and  calves. 
But  ©rop  receipts  were  do%m  as  a  result  of  delays  in  the  marketing  lAeat 
and  corn  vdiile  the  purchase  program  was  heing  worked  out  and  also  hecaus* 
some  farmers  who  sold  wheat  and  com  under  the  new  program  did  not  cash 
their  certificates  at  that  timeo    The  methods  used  in  estimating  cash

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Farm  Income  in  Relation  to  the_ 
Emergency  G-rain-Piirchase  Program  and  the  Ilew  Grain-Price  Policy 

An  err.ergency  '-'heat-purchase  program  becatie  effective  on  April  2,  I9U6 
whereby  a  premium  of  3^  cents  per  "bushel  was  paid  on  all  wheat  delivered  by 
farmers  to  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  through  May  25.    Under  this  plan, 
the  farmer  was  given  a  certificate  v-hich  he  could  cash  at  the  current  market 
price  plus  the  premium  at  any  time  up  to  March  31»  19^7»    Or  he  could  request 
pavment  of  the  premium  vd.thout  cashing  his  certificate.    The  certificate 
privilege  without  the  premium^ extended  through  June  30*      "^^  addition,  a  nevr 
grain-price  policy  was  announced,  effective  Ma^,''  13,  which  provided  for  increases 
in  ceiling  prices  for  most  grains  including  an  increase  of  I5  cents  for  wheat. 

On  April  I9,  a  similar  opportunity  was  given  producers  to  sell  corn  at 
30  cents  per  bushel  above  the  market  price  by  means  of  a  premium  offered  by  the 
Government.    But  the  corn-purchase  program  provided  for  immediate  payment ^  and 
farmers  did  not  have  the  option  of  cashing  certificates  at  a  later  date  as  they 
did  for  the  sale  of  wheat.    Another  difference  was  that  the  JiO-cent  premium  on 
corn  wrs  discontinued  when  nevr  price  ceilings  v/ent  into  effect  on  May  I3, 
granting  an  increase  of  2^  cents  per  bushel  for  corn. 

The  purposes  of  the  grain-price  policy  were  stated  in  the  announcement  on 
May  8  to  be  as  follows:     (l)     to  remove  uncertainty  concerning  grain  price 
ceilings  between  then  and  June  JiO,  19^7?     (2)     to  encourage  movement  of  grain 
for  shipment  abroad,  for  human  consumption  in  this  country,  and  for  essential 
livestock-feeding  pu.rposes  in  deficit  grain-producing  areas;  and  (3)  to  bring 
about  the  proper  balance  between  livestock  numbers  and  grain  supplies  available 
for  feed.     In  addition  to  the  increases  for  wheat  and  corn,  this  action  provided 
for  increases  in  grain  price  ceilings  as  follows:     oats,  5  cents  per  bushel; 
barley^  9  cents  per  bushel;  rye,- 10  cents  per  bushel;  and  grain  sorghums,  18  cents 
per  hundredvreight. 

All     these     factors  have  been  considered  in  the  preliminary  estimates 
of  total  cash  receipts  for  April,  May  and  June.     Insofar  as  the  available  data 
permit,  these  estimates  have  been  kept  on  a  cash  received  basis.    In  other  words, 
receipts  from  the  sa.l3  of  wheat  under  the  emergency  f:urchase  program  are  not 
courited  as  income  to  farmers  until  the  certificates  are  cashed.    This  procedure 
results  in  scmewhat  lower  estimates  for  these  ncnths  than  vfould  otherwise  be 
the  case,     but  the  reductions  vrill  be  offset  by  corresponding  increases  for 
later  months  as  certificates  outstanding  are  cashed.    The  estimates  assume  the 
usual  seasonal  marketing  patterns  for  all  grains  except  vrheat  and  corn  in  April 
and  May  and  for  all  grains  in  June,    The  effect  of  increased  price  ceilings  have 
been  allov^ed  for  wherever  they  apply. 

Approximately  83  million  bushels  of  v;ke at  wore  nor ketod  daring  the  period 
from  April  2  to  May  25.  All  wheat  sold  in  that  period  was  entitled  to  the 
certificate  privilege  and  to  a  premium  of  30  cents  per  bushel.     In  addition. 
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the  certificate  -orivilege  e"tenriod  through  the  rc-pt        May  and  all  of  June, 
The  best  estinaies  now  available.  hoArever,   indicate  thr.t  certificates  vere 
being  cashed  at  a  rate  representing  about  three-quarters  cf  the  v/heat  soil.d. 
The  estinates  of  cash  receipts  are  based  cn  this  assunpticn,  only  75  percent 
of  the  receipts  fron  vrheat  sold  in  April  c.nd  May  having  been  considered  ;  s 
income  in  those  ncnths,    "^he  renainder  vill  be  included  in  estimates  for 
the  months  vrhen  the  certificates  are  cashed        shown  in  current  no;:thly  re- 
ports received  by  the  Production  and  Marketing  Adnini strationc     It  was  further 
assuned  that  the  preniiun  paynent  of  30  cents  per  bushel  vrv-.a  being  paid  to 
producers  at  the  sane  rate.     Since  the  seller  has  the  privilege  of  requesting 
that  his  prenian  be  paid  at  any  tine  and  independently  of  the  cashing  of  his 
certificates,   this  latter  assunption  nay  not  be  strictly  correct,    but  it 
is  belie'/ed  to  provide  a  rea'^cnable  approximation, 

Payients  on  i^orn,  both  the  premium  cf  30  cents  per  bushel  and  the 
regular  ceiling  price,   >-'ere  payable  at  the  tine  of  sale.    There  was  no 
certificate  privilege. 

Aboi;.t  33*5  nillion  bushels  of  corn  vrere  sold  under  the  enerc;';enc''- 
corn  purchase  program  from  April  I9  to  May  12,  of  which  approxinately  10 
nillion  bushels  were  marketed  m  Aprilo    According  to  the  provisions  of 
the  progran,  the  corn  had  to  be  of  nunber  U  grade  or  better  in  order  to  be 
eligible  for  the  premium,  and  nunber  h  corn  could  qualify  only  on  r  test- 
weight  basis.    It  was  assuned  that  corn  moved  to  market  fT^m  April  1  to 
April  19  at  the  reguJar  seasonal  rate,,  and  that  during  the  re:.iainder  of  the 
month  corn  which  ■'■rould  not  qualify''  for  the  premium  pa^'"mont  was  marketed  at  one^ 
third  the  ordinary  rate  for  all  corn,  in  addition  to  the  10  million  bushels 
sold  \inder  the  emergency  progran.     In  Ma^-   the  total  amount  of  corn  marketed 
during  the  month  was  estimated  independently  from  reports  on  receipts  at 
principal  markets,  and  the  diff^;rence  betvreen  this  total  and  the  23^5  ■liHiou 
bxishels  fjold  at  a  premium  under  the  energency  program  v^-\s  valued  at  reguljir 
narket  prices. 

State  and  Regional  Estimate  s  for  March 

Total  cash  rec~iuts  from  all  farm  marketings  in  the  United  States  are 
now  esti  latod  at  1,370  nillion  dollars  for  I'larch  19^6  and  "^,288  nillion 
dollars  for  t:.^:  first  quarter  of  the  year,-.    Receipts  fron  livestock  and  pro- 
ducts accounted  for  more  than       percent  of  the  March  total  as  conpared  with 
only  61  perce  nt  '^f  the  first-quarter  t  jtalc 

State  estimates  for  March  and  for  the  first  quart^;r  of  19U6  are  pro- 
si^nted  in  tables  3  ^.nd.  k,  together  with  corresponding  estimates  for  I0U5.  A 
word  of  caution  is  needed  this  month,  h^>wever,  about  nalcing  detailed  conpar- 
isons  with  19^5«    The  April  issue  of  the  ?arn  Income  Situation  prec^ented  re- 
vised annual  estimates  of  cash  receipts  by  States  for  19^5  ^'^^^  earlier  years; 
but  the  monthly  data  for  19^+5        tables  3  ^■■''^^  ^  have  not  as  yet  been  corrected 
to  agree  vrith  the  anmial  revisions.    Revised  monthly  estimates  will  bo  avail- 
able for  the  June  issue,  and  it  is  expected  that  significant  differences  will 
appear  in  the  estinates  for  sone  States  and  regions o 
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Cash  Receipts  f ron  Livestock  and  Pro Iticts  Ccnpared  With  Crops 
in  the  Western  Region.  132k-kk 

Cash  receipts  frcn  livestock  and  products  generally  accounted  for 
atout  ^5  percent  of  total  inccne  fron  farm  marketings  in  the  Western  Region 
during  the  period  lS2k~kkc    These  receipts  showed  ver^  little  tendency  to 
increase  as  a  percentaf;e  of  total  receipts  tetween  I92U  and  19'+^.    A  very  slight 
upward  inclination  night  be  detected  fron  I92U  to  19^0,  in  spite  cf  a  nctice- 
a'ble  dip  in  1933-3^«    Since  19^0  there  has  "been  a  definite  decline. 

This  alDsence  of  any  definite  upward  trend  in  the  relative  importance  of 
livestock  and  products  distinguishes  the  Western  Region  fron  all  other  regions 
in  the  United  States.     In  all  other  regions,  inc-ne  frcn  livestock  emd  products 
becane  an  increasingly  greater  proportion  of  total  cash  receipts  fron  I92U  to 
19^.    Aside  fron  the  Western    Region,  th#  snallest  increase  over  the  20-year 
period  was  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  where  livestock  and  nroducts  were 
about  one-eighth  nore  inportant  at  the  end  of  the  period  than  at  the  "beginning. 
The  largest  increase  was  in  the  South  Central  Re^jion  where  livestock  and.  products 
doubled  in  inrcrtance  over  the  20  years. 

Percentage  shares  for  all  inportant  groups  of  livestock  and  products  in 
the  Western  Region  shovred  about  the  sane  tendencies  as  for  livesrtx)ck  and  products 
as  a  whole.    Income  fron  cattle  and  calves,  vrhich  represented  aboiit  30  percent 
of  total  receipts  fron  livestock  .-.nd  products,  increased  slightly  until  19^0, 
declined  fron  19^0  to  19^3.  ^ri'^-  increased  sonevrhat  in  19^^<>    Cash  receipts 
fron  sheep  ai^d  lanbs,  v;hich  00  nprised  about  I5  percent  of  livestock  and  pro- 
ducts, declined  fron  I92I+  to  1933.  then  becsjne  relatively  stable  until  1939. 
after  which  there  v/as  a  definite  dovnvrard  inclination.    Neither  dairj.^  yroducts 
nor  poultry  ^nd  eggs  changed  significantly  during  the  20-year  r-eriod,  -ut  a 
slight  rise  was  evident  in  dairy  products  fron  192g  to  1932,  -nd  in  poultry 
and  eggs  fron  I927  to  I93I.    Cash  receipts  fron  turkeys,  although  a  snail 
percentage  of  total  receipts,  sho\\f!d  a  consistent  tendency  to  increase. 

Incone  fron  fruits  and  nuts,  making  up  fron  35  percent  of  all 

cash  receipts  from  crops,  behaved  in  nuch  the  sane  v/ay  as  total  cro'-.s,  declining 
slightly  fron  I92U  tc  19^+0  and  then  increasing.    Receipts  fror.  vegetables,  which 
accounted  for  about  20  percent  cf  inccne  fron  crops,  shovred  a  rather  definite 
tendency  to  increase,  starting  vdth  9  percent  -f  total  cash  receipts  in  192i+, 
and  ending  with  I5  percent  in  I9M4,    After  rising  fron  10  percent  of  total  cash 
receipts  in  I92U  to  I3  percent  in  I927,  incone  fron  food  grains,  which  was  nade 
up  largely  of  wheat,  declined  sharrly  to  k  percent  in  1931,  increased  slightly, 
and  then  becane  relatively  stable  around  6  to  g  percent.    Feed  grains  and  hay, 
vrhich  generally  accounted  for  k  to  6  .percent  of  total  inc:ne  fron  all  farn 
narketings,  showed  little  change  over  the  entire  period.    On  the  whole,  cash 
receipts  fron  sugar  crops  declined  in  relative  inportance,  representing  about  3 
percent  of  total  incone  in  I92I+  and  only  d-ightly  nore  than  1  perc-nt  in  I9UU, 
with  a  peak  of  about  k  percent  in  1933 •    Incone  fron  cotton  was  found  to  bo  of 
greatest  inportance  as  a  percentage  of  ototal  cash,  receir.ts  fron  I93U  to  I9UI, 
at  nearly  4  percent,  but  during  nost  of  the  other  years  it  ranged  fron  slightly 
nore  than  1  to  less  than  3  percent.
